INDIAN LAND AND WATER CLAIM SETTLEMENTS AND
MISCELLANEOUS PAYMENTS TO INDIANS

For miscellaneous payments to Indian tribes and indi-
viduals —and ~ for mnecessary —administrative  expenses,
$50,583,000, to remain available until expended; of which
$31,766,000 shall be available for implementation of en-
acted Indian land and water clavm settlements pursuant
to Public Laws 101-618, 107-331, and 102-575, and for
vmplementation of other enacted water rights settlements;
and of which $18,817,000 shall be available pursuant to
Public Laws 99-264, 100-580, 106—425, and 106-554.

INDIAN GUARANTEED LOAN PROGRAM ACCOUNT

For the cost of guaranteed and insured loans,

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ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS

The Bureaw of Indian Affairs may carry out the oper-
ation of Indian programs by direct expenditure, contracts,
cooperative agreements, compacts and grants, either di-
rectly or in cooperation with States and other organiza-
tions.

Notwithstanding 25 U.S.C. 15, the Bureaw of Indian
Affairs may contract for services in support of the manage-
ment, operation, and maintenance of the Power Division
of the San Carlos Irrigation Project.

Appropriations for the Bureaw of Indian Affairs (ex-
cept the revolving fund for loans, the Indian loan guarantee
and insurance fund, and the Indian Guaranteed Loan Pro-
gram account) shall be available for expenses of exhibits,
and purchase of not to exceed 229 passenger motor vehicles,
of which not to exceed 187 shall be for replacement only.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no funds
available to the Bureaw of Indian Affairs for central office
operations or pooled overhead general administration (ex-
cept facilities operations and maintenance) shall be avail-
able for tribal contracts, grants, compacts, or cooperative
agreements with the Bureaw of Indian Affairs under the
provisions of the Indian Self-Determination Act or the

Tribal Self-Governance Act of 1994 (Public Law 1053—413).

In the event any tribe returns appropriations made
avarlable by this Act to the Bureaw of Indian Affairs for

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no funds
avarlable to the Bureau, other than the amounts provided
herein for assistance to public schools under 25 U.S.C. 452
et seq., shall be available to support the operation of any
elementary or secondary school in the State of Alaska.

Jor the payment of obligations incurred during the pre-
ceding fiscal year, and for revmbursement to other Federal
agencies for destruction of vehicles, aireraft, or other equip-
ment 1n connection with thewr use for wildland fire oper-
ations, such resmbursement to be credited to appropriations
currently available at the time of receipt thereof: Provided
SJurther, That for wildland fire operations, no funds shall
be made available under this authority until the Secretary
determanes that funds appropriated for “wildland fire oper-
ations” shall be exhausted within 30 days: Provided further,
That all funds used pursuant to this section are hereby des-

No funds provided in this title may be ex-
pended by the Department of the Interior for the conduct
of offshore preleasing, leasing and related activities placed
under restriction in the President’s moratorium statement
of June 12, 1998, in the areas of northern, central, and
southern California; the North Atlantic; Washington and
Oregon; and the eastern Gulf of Mexico south of 26 degrees
north latitude and east of 86 degrees west longitude.

SEC. 108. No funds provided in this title may be ex-
pended by the Department of the Interior to conduct offshore
o1l and natural gas preleasing, leasing and related activi-
ties in the eastern Gulf of Mexico planning area for any

lands located outside Sale 181, as identified in the final
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Outer Continental Shelf 5-Year Oil and Gas Leasing Pro-

gram, 1997=2002.

SEC. 109. No funds provided in this title may be ex-
pended by the Department of the Interior to conduct oil and
natural gas preleasing, leasing and related activities in the
Mid-Atlantic and South Atlantic planning areas.

SEc. 110. Notwithstanding any other provisions of
law, the National Park Service shall not develop or imple-
ment a reduced entrance fee program to accommodate non-
local travel through a unit. The Secretary may provide for
and regulate local non-recreational passage through units
of the National Park System, allowing each unit to develop
guidelines and permaits for such activity appropriate to that
unit.

SEC. 111. Advance payments made under this title to
Indian tribes, tribal organizations, and tribal consortia
pursuant to the Indian Self-Determination and Education
Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.) or the Tribally Con-
trolled Schools Act of 1988 (25 U.S.C. 2501 et seq.) may
be invested by the Indian tribe, tribal organization, or con-
sortium before such funds are expended for the purposes of
the grant, compact, or annual funding agreement so long
as such funds are—

(1) invested by the Indian tribe, tribal organiza-

tion, or consortium only in obligations of the United
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States, or in obligations or securities that are guaran-
teed or insured by the United States, or mutual (or
other) funds registered with the Securities and K-
change Commission and which only invest in obliga-
tions of the United States or securities that are guar-
anteed or insured by the United States; or

(2) deposited only into accounts that are insured
by an agency or instrumentality of the United States,
or ave fully collateralized to ensure protection of the

Junds, even in the event of a bank failure.

SEc. 112. Appropriations made in this Act under the
headings Bureaw of Indian Affairs and Office of Special
Trustee for American Indians and any available unobli-
gated balances from prior appropriations Acts made under
the same headings, shall be available for expenditure or
transfer for Indian trust management and reform activities.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law,
Jor the purpose of reducing the backlog of Indian probate
cases in the Department of the Interior, the hearing require-
ments of chapter 10 of title 25, United States Code, are
deemed satisfied by a proceeding conducted by an Indian
probate judge, appointed by the Secretary without regard
to the provisions of title 5, United States Code, governing
the appointments in the competitive service, for such period

of time as the Secretary determines necessary: Provided,
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That the basic pay of an Indian probate judge so appointed

may be fixed by the Secretary without regard to the provi-
stons of chapter 51, and subchapter III of chapter 53 of
title 5, United States Code, governing the classification and
pay of General Schedule employees, except that no such In-
dian probate judge may be paid at a level which exceeds
the maximum rate payable for the highest grade of the Gen-
eral Schedule, including locality pay.

SEC. 114. Notwithstanding any other provision of law,
the Secretary of the Interior is authorized to redistribute
any Tribal Priority Allocation funds, including tribal base
Sfunds, to alleviate tribal funding inequities by transferring
Junds to address identified, unmet needs, dual enrollment,
overlapping service areas or inaccurate distribution meth-
odologies. No tribe shall recewve a reduction wn Tribal Pri-
ority Allocation funds of more than 10 percent in fiscal
year 2004. Under circumstances of dual enrollment, over-
lapping service areas or iaccurate distribution methodolo-
gies, the 10 percent limatation does not apply.

SEC. 115. Funds appropriated for the Bureaw of In-
dvan Affavrs for postsecondary schools for fiscal year 2004
shall be allocated among the schools proportionate to the
unmet need of the schools as determined by the Postsec-
ondary Funding Formula adopted by the Office of Indian

Education Programs.
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SEC. 116. (a) The Secretary of the Interior shall here-
after take such action as may be necessary to ensure that
the lands comprising the Huron Cemetery in Kansas City,
Kansas (as described in section 123 of Public Law 106-
291) are used only in accordance with this section.

(b) The lands of the Huron Cemetery shall be used
only: (1) for religious and cultural uses that are compatible
with the use of the lands as a cemetery; and (2) as a burial
ground.

SEc. 117. Notwithstanding any other provision of law,
i conveying the Twin Cities Research Center under the au-
thority provided by Public Law 104—134, as amended by
Public Law 104-208, the Secretary may accept and retain
land and other forms of revmbursement: Provided, That the
Secretary may retain and use any such reimbursement
until expended and without further appropriation: (1) for
the benefit of the National Wildlife Refuge System within
the State of Minnesota; and (2) for all activities authorized
by Public Law 100-696; 16 U.S.C. 460zz.

SEC. 118. Notwithstanding other provisions of law, the
Natwonal Park Service may authorize, through cooperative
agreement, the Golden Gate National Parks Association to
provide fee-based education, interpretive and visitor service
SJunctions within the Crissy Field and Fort Point areas of

the Presidio.
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SEc. 119. Notunthstanding 31 U.S.C. 3302(b), sums

recewved by the Bureaw of Land Management for the sale
of seeds or seedlings including those collected in fiscal year

2003, may be credited to the appropriation from which

Junds were expended to acquire or grow the seeds or seed-

lings and are available without fiscal year limitation.

SEC. 120. Subject to the terms and conditions of sec-
tion 126 of the Department of the Interior and Related
Agencies Act, 2002, the Administrator of General Services
shall sell all right, title, and interest of the United States
wm and to the improvements and equipment of the White
River Oil Shale Mine.

Sec. 121. The Secretary of the Interior may use or
contract for the use of helicopters or motor vehicles on the
Sheldon and Hart National Wildlife Refuges for the purpose
of capturing and transporting horses and burros. The provi-
sions of subsection (a) of the Act of September 8, 1959 (18
U.S.C. 47(a)) shall not be applicable to such use. Such use
shall be in accordance with humane procedures prescribed
by the Secretary.

SEcC. 122. Of the funds made available under the head-
mg “Bureaw of Land Management, Land Acquisition™ in
title I of the Department of the Interior and Related Agen-
cies Appropriation Act, 2002 (115 Stat. 420), the Secretary
of the Interior shall grant $500,000 to the City of St
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George, Utah, for the purchase of the land as provided n

the Virgin River Dinosaur Footprint Preserve Act (116
Stat. 2896), with any surplus funds available after the pur-
chase to be available for the purpose of the preservation of
the land and the paleontological resources on the land.

SEC. 123. Funds provided in this Act for Federal land
acquisition by the National Park Service for the Ice Age
National Scenic Trail may be used for a grant to a State,
a local government, or any other governmental land man-
agement entity for the acquisition of lands without regard
to any restriction on the use of Federal land acquisition
SJunds provided through the Land and Water Conservation
Fund Act of 1965 as amended.

SEC. 124. None of the funds made available by this
Act may be obligated or expended by the National Park
Service to enter into or tmplement a concession contract
which permits or requires the removal of the underground
lunchroom at the Carlsbad Caverns National Park.

SEcC. 125. The Secretary of the Interior may use discre-
tionary funds to pay private attorneys fees and costs for
employees and former employees of the Department of the
Interior reasonably incurred in connection with Cobell wv.
Norton to the extent that such fees and costs are not paid
by the Department of Justice or by private insurance. In

no case shall the Secretary make payments under this sec-
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tion that would result in payment of hourly fees in excess
of the highest hourly rate approved by the District Court
Jor the District of Columbia for counsel in Cobell v. Norton.

SEc. 126. The Unated States Fish and Wildlife Service
shall, in carrying out its responsibilities to protect threat-
ened and endangered species of salmon, implement a system
of mass marking of salmonid stocks, intended for harvest,
that are released from Federally operated or Federally fi-
nanced hatcheries including but not limited to fish releases
of coho, chinook, and steelhead species. Marked fish must
have a visible mark that can be readily identified by com-
mercial and recreational fishers.

Sec. 127. Section 134 of Public Law 107-63 (115
Stat. 442—443) is amended by striking the proviso thereto
and inserting the following: “Provided, That nothing in this
section affects the decision of the United States Court of
Appeals for the 10th Circuit in Sac and Fox Nation v. Nor-
ton, 240 F.3d 1250 (2001): Provided further, That nothing
wm this section permats the conduct of gaming under the In-
dian Gaming Regulatory Act (25 U.S.C. 2701 et seq.) on
land described in section 123 of Public Law 106—291 (114
Stat. 944-945), or land that s contiguous to that land, re-
gardless of whether the land or contiguous land has been

taken into trust by the Secretary of the Interior.”.

SEc. 128. No funds appropriated for the Department

of the Interior by this Act or any other Act shall be used
to study or implement any plan to drain Lake Powell or
to reduce the water level of the lake below the range of water
levels requived for the operation of the Glen Canyon Dam.

SEC. 129. Notwithstanding the limitation in subpara-
graph (2)(B) of section 18(a) of the Indian Gaming Regu-
latory Act (25 U.S.C. 2717(a)), the total amount of all fees
imposed by the National Indian Gaming Commission for
fiscal year 2005 shall not exceed $12,000,000.

SEC. 130. None of the funds in this Act may be used
to fund Cooperative Ecosystem Studies Units in the State
of Alaska.

California Tribal Trust Reform Consortium and to the Salt
River Pima Maricopa Indian Community, the Confed-
erated Salish-Kootenar Tribes of the Flathead Reservation
and the Chippewa Cree Tribe of the Rocky Boys Reservation
and the Bureaw of Indian Affairs Regional offices that serve
them, on the same basis as funds were distributed in fiscal
year 2003.

Not later than December 31 of each year,
the Secretary of the Interior shall submit to Congress a re-
port on the competitive sourcing activities on the list re-
quired under the Federal Activities Inventory Reform Act
of 1998 (Public Law 105-270; 31 U.S.C. 501 note) that were
performed for the Department of the Interior during the
previous fiscal year by Federal Government sources. The re-
port shall include—

(1) the total number of competitions completed;

(2) the total number of competitions announced,
together with a list of the activities covered by such
competitions;

(3) the total number of full-time equivalent Fed-
eral employees studied under completed competitions;

(9) a general description of how the competitive
sourcing decisitonmaking processes of the Department
of the Interior are aligned with the strategic workforce
plan of that department.

SEc. 136. (a) PAYMENT TO THE HARRIET TUBMAN

22 HoMmE, AUBURN, NEW YORK, AUTHORIZED.—(1) The Sec-

23 vretary of the Interior may, using amounts appropriated or

24 otherwise made available by this title, make a payment to
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the Harriet Tubman Home in Auburn, New York, in the
amount of $11,750.

(2) The amount specified in paragraph (1) is the
amount of widow’s pension that Harriet Tubman should
have received from January 1899 to March 1913 under var-
wous laws authorizing pension for the death of her husband,
Nelson Davis, a deceased veteran of the Civil War, but did
not recewve, adjusted for inflation since March 1913.

(b) USE OF AMOUNTS.—The Harriet Tubman Home
shall use amounts paid under subsection (a) for the pur-
poses of—

(1) preserving and maintarning the Harriet

Tubman Home; and

(2) honoring the memory of Harriet Tubman.

SEcC. 137. Nonrenewable grazing permats authorized in

SEC. 139. APPLICATIONS FOR WAIVERS OF MAINTE-
NANCE FEES. Section 10101f(d)(3) of the Omnibus Budget
Reconciliation Act of 1993 (30 U.S.C. 28f(d)(3)) is amend-
ed by inserting after “reason” the following: “(including,
with respect to any application filed on or after January
1, 1999, the filing of the application after the statutory
deadline)”.

SEC. 140. None of the funds appropriated or otherwise
made available by this or any other Act, hereafter enacted,
may be used to permait the use of the National Mall for a
special event, unless the permait expressly prohibits the erec-
tion, placement, or use of structures and signs bearing com-
mercial advertising. The Secretary may allow for recogni-
tion of sponsors of special events: Provided, That the size
and form of the recognition shall be consistent with the spe-
cial nature and sanctity of the Mall and any lettering or

For necessary expenses of cooperating with and pro-
viding technical and financial assistance to States, terri-
tories, possessions, and others, and for forest health manage-
ment, including treatments of pests, pathogens, and
mvasive or noxious plants, and for restoring and rehabili-
tating forests damaged by pests or invasive plants, coopera-
twe forestry, and education and land conservation activi-
ties and conducting an international program as author-
wzed, $295,349,000, to remain available until expended, of

which $84,716,000 s to be derived from the Land and
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Water Conservation Fund: Provided, That each forest leg-

acy grant shall be for a specific project or set of specific
tasks: Provided further, That grants for acquisition of lands
or conservation easements shall require that the State dem-
onstrates that 25 percent of the total value of the project
18 comprised of a non-Federal cost share: Provided further,
That up to $2,000,000 may be used by the Secretary solely
for: (1) rapid response to new introductions of non-native
or 1nvasive pests or pathogens in which no previous federal
SJunding has been identified to address, or (2) for a limited
number of instances in which any pest populations increase
at over 150 percent of levels monitored for that species in
the immediately preceding fiscal year and failure to sup-
press those popultions would lead to a 10-percent increase
of annual forest or stand mortality over ambient mortality
levels.
NATIONAL FOREST SYSTEM

For necessary expenses of the Forest Service, not other-
wise provided for, for management, protection, 1mprove-
ment, and utilization of the National Forest System,
$1,370,731,000, to remain available until expended, which
shall include 50 percent of all moneys received during prior
fiscal years as fees collected under the Land and Water Con-
servation Fund Act of 1965, as amended, in accordance

with section 4 of the Act (16 U.S.C. 460l-6a(v)), of which
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$200,000 may be for necessary expenses related to a land
exchange between the State of Montana and the Lolo Na-
tional Forest: Provided, That unobligated balances avail-
able at the start of fiscal year 2004 shall be displayed by
budget line item in the fiscal year 2005 budget justification:
Provided further, That the Secretary may authorize the ex-
penditure or transfer of such sums as necessary to the De-
partment of the Interior, Bureaw of Land Management, for
removal, preparation, and adoption of excess wild horses
and burros, and for the performance of cadastral surveys
to designate the boundaries of such lands from National
Forest System lands: Provided further, That of the funds
provided under this heading for Forest Products, $5,000,000
shall be allocated to the Alaska Region, in addition to its

Junds may be transferred to other appropriations accounts

as necessary to maximize accomplishment: Provided fur-
ther, That of the funds provided under this heading,
$3,150,000 1s for expenses required to vmplement title I of
Public Law 106-248, to be segregated wn a separate fund
established by the Secretary of Agriculture: Provided fur-
ther, That within funds available for the purpose of imple-
menting the Valles Caldera Preservation Act, notwith-

standing the limitations of section 107(e)(2) of the Valles
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Jaldera Preservation Act (Public Law 106—248), for fiscal

year 2004, the Chair of the Board of Trustees of the Valles
Caldera Trust may receive, upon request, compensation for

Provided, That such funds including unobligated balances
under this head, are available for repayment of advances

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Jor such purposes: Provided further, That such funds may

be available to reimburse State and other cooperating enti-
ties for services provided in response to wildfire and other
emergencies or disasters: Provided further, That not less
than 50 percent of any unobligated balances remaining (ex-
cluswe of amounts for hazardous fuels reduction) at the end
of fiscal year 2003 shall be transferred, as repayment for
past advances that have not been repaid, to the fund estab-
lished pursuant to section 3 of Public Law 71-319 (16
U.S.C. 576 et seq.): Provided further, That notwithstanding
any other provision of law, $8,000,000 of funds appro-
priated under this appropriation shall be used for Fire
Science Research in support of the Joint Fire Science Pro-
gram: Provided further, That all authorities for the use of
SJunds, including the use of contracts, grants, and coopera-
tive agreements, available to execute the Forest and Range-
land Research appropriation, are also available in the utili-
zation of these funds for Fire Science Research: Provided
Jurther, That funds provided shall be available for emer-
gency rehabilitation and restoration, hazardous fuels reduc-
tion activities in the wrban-wildland interface, support to
Federal emergency response, and wildfire suppression ac-
tivities of the Forest Service: Provided further, That of the
Junds provided, $231,392,000 1s for hazardous fuels reduc-

tion activities, $21,427,000 1s for research activities and to
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make competitive research grants pursuant to the Forest
and Rangeland Renewable Resources Research Act, as
amended (16 U.S.C. 1641 el seq.), $47,752,000 s for State
fire assistance, $8,240,000 1s for volunteer fire assistance,
and $11,934,000 1s for forest health activities on State, pri-
vate, and Federal lands: Provided further, That amounts
wm this paragraph may be transferred to the “State and
Private Forestry”, “National Forest System”, and “Forest
and Rangeland Research’ accounts to fund State fire assist-
ance, volunteer fire assistance, forest health management,
Jorest and rangeland research, vegetation and watershed
management, heritage site rehabilitation, wildlife and fish
habitat management, and restoration: Provided further,
That transfers of any amounts in excess of those authorized
m this paragraph shall require approval of the House and
Senate Committees on Appropriations in compliance with
reprogramming procedures contained in House Report No.
105—163: Provided further, That the costs of implementing
any cooperative agreement between the Federal Government
and any non-Federal entity may be shared, as mutually
agreed on by the affected parties: Provided further, That
e addition to funds provided for State Fire Assistance pro-
grams, and subject to all authorities available to the Forest
Service under the State and Private Forestry Appropria-

tions, up to $15,000,000 may be used on adjacent non-Fed-
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eral lands for the purpose of protecting communities when
hazard reduction activities are planned on national forest
lands that have the potential to place such communities at
risk: Provided further, That included in funding for haz-
ardous fuel reduction is $5,000,000 for implementing the
Community Forest Restoration Act, Public Law 106—3953,
title VI, and any portion of such funds shall be available
Jor use on non-Federal lands in accordance with authorities
available to the Forest Service under the State and Private
Forestry Appropriation: Provided further, That in using
the funds provided in this Act for hazardous fuels reduction
activities, the Secretary of Agriculture may conduct fuel re-
duction treatments on Federal lands using all contracting
and hiring authorities available to the Secretary applicable
to hazardous fuel reduction activities under the wildland
Jfire management accounts: Provided further, That notwith-
standing Federal Government procurement and contracting
laws, the Secretaries may conduct fuel reduction treatments,
rehabilitation and restoration, and other activities author-
wzed under this heading on and adjacent to Federal lands
using grants and cooperative agreements: Provided further,
That notwithstanding Federal Government procurement
and contracting laws, i order to provide employment and
traiming opportunities to people in rural communities, the

Secretaries may award contracts, including contracts for
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monitoring activities, to local private, non-profit, or cooper-
atwe entities; Youth Conservation Corps crews or related
partnerships, with State, local and non-profit youth groups;
small or micro-businesses; or other entities that wnll hire
or traim a significant percentage of local people to complete
such contracts: Provided further, That the authorities de-
scribed above relating to contracts, grants, and cooperative
agreements are available until all funds provided in this
title for hazardous fuels reduction activities in the urban
wildland interface are obligated: Provided further, That the
Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of Agriculture
may authorize the transfer of funds appropriated for
wildland fire management, in an aggregate amount not to
exceed $12,000,000, between the Departments when such
transfers would facilitate and expedite jointly funded
wildland fire management programs and projects.
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT AND MAINTENANCE

For necessary expenses of the Forest Service, not other-
wise provided for, $532,406,000, to remain available until
expended for construction, reconstruction, maintenance and
acquisition of buildings and other facilities, and for con-
struction, reconstruction, repair and maintenance of forest
roads and trails by the Forest Service as authorized by 16
US.C. 532-538 and 23 U.S.C. 101 and 205, of which

$500,000 may be for vmprovements at Fernwood Park on
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the Wasatch-Cache National Forest: Provided, That up to

$15,000,000 of the funds provided herein for road mainte-
nance shall be available for the decommaissioning of roads,
meluding unauwthorized roads not part of the transportation
system, which are no longer needed: Provided further, That
no funds shall be expended to decommission any system
road until notice and an opportunity for public comment
has been provided on each decommassioning project.
LAND ACQUISITION

For expenses necessary to carry out the provisions of
the Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965, as
amended (16 U.S.C. 46014 through 11), including admin-
wstrative expenses, and for acquisition of land or waters,
or anterest therein, in accordance with statutory authority
applicable to the Forest Service, $76,440,000, to be derived
from the Land and Water Conservation Fund and to re-
main available until expended, of which $5,400,000 shall
be available for the Beaver Brook Watershed in the State
of Colorado: Provided, That notwithstanding any limita-
tions of the Land and Water Conservation Fund Act (16
US.C. 4601-9), the Secretary of Agriculture is henceforth
authorized to utilize any funds appropriated from the Land
and Water Conservation Fund to acquire Mental Health

Trust lands in Alaska and, upon Federal acquisition, the
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boundaries of the Tongass National Forest shall be deemed
modified to include such lands.
ACQUISITION OF LANDS FOR NATIONAL FORESTS SPECIAL
ACTS

For acquisition of lands within the exterior boundaries
of the Cache, Uinta, and Wasatch National Forests, Utah;
the Toiwyabe National Forest, Nevada; and the Angeles, San
Bernardino, Sequoia, and Cleveland National Forests, Cali-
Jornia, as authorized by law, $1,069,000, to be derived from
Jorest receipts.

ACQUISITION OF LANDS TO COMPLETE LAND EXCHANGES

For acquisition of lands, such sums, to be derived from
funds deposited by State, county, or municipal govern-
ments, public school districts, or other public school authori-
ties, and for authorized expenditures from funds deposited
by non-federal parties pursuant to Land Sale and Eax-
change Acts, pursuant to the Act of December 4, 1967, as
amended (16 U.S.C. 484a), to remain available until ex-
pended.

For necessary expenses of the Forest Service to manage
federal lands in Alaska for subsistence uses under title VIII
of the Alaska National Interest Lands Conservation Act
(Public Law 96—487), $5,535,000, to remain available until
expended, of which not to exceed $100,000 per annum may
be used to reimburse the Office of General Counsel, Depanrt-
ment of Agriculture, for salaries and related expenses in-
curred i providing legal services in relation to subsistence
management.

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS, FOREST SERVICE

conditions if and only if all previously appropriated emer-
gency contingent funds under the heading “Wildland Fire
Management” have been released by the President and ap-
portioned and all wildfire suppression funds under the
heading “Wildland Fire Management™ are obligated.

Funds appropriated to the Forest Service shall be
available for assistance to or through the Agency for Inter-
national Development and the Foreign Agricultural Service
e connection with forest and rangeland research, technical
mformation, and assistance in foreign countries, and shall
be available to support forestry and related natural resowrce
activities outside the United States and its territories and
possessions, including technical assistance, education and
training, and cooperation with United States and inter-
natwonal organizations.

None of the funds made available to the Forest Service
under this Act shall be subject to transfer under the provi-
sions of section 702(b) of the Department of Agriculture Or-
ganic Act of 1944 (7 U.S.C. 2257) or 7 U.S.C. 147b unless

the proposed transfer is approved in advance by the House
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and Senate Committees on Appropriations in compliance
with the reprogramming procedures contained in House Re-
port No. 105—163.

None of the funds available to the Forest Service may
be reprogrammed without the advance approval of the
House and Senate Committees on Appropriations in ac-
cordance with the procedures contained in House Report
No. 105-163.

No funds available to the Forest Service shall be trans-
ferred to the Working Capital Fund of the Department of
Agriculture that exceed the total amount transferred during
fiscal year 2000 for such purposes without the advance ap-
proval of the House and Senate Committees on Appropria-
tions.

Funds available to the Forest Service shall be available
to conduct a program of not less than $2,000,000 for high
priority projects within the scope of the approved budget
whach shall be carried out by the Youth Conservation Corps.

Of the funds available to the Forest Service, $2,500 is
available to the Chief of the Forest Service for official recep-
tion and representation expenses.

Pursuant to sections 405(b) and 410(b) of Public Law
101-593, of the funds available to the Forest Service, up
to $3,000,000 may be advanced in a lump sum as Federal

financial assistance to the National Forest Foundation,
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without regard to when the Foundation incurs expenses, for
administrative expenses or projects on or benefitting Na-
tional Forest System lands or related to Forest Service pro-
grams: Provided, That of the Federal funds made available
to the Foundation, no more than $400,000 shall be available
Jor administrative expenses: Provided further, That the
Foundation shall obtain, by the end of the period of Federal
financial assistance, private contributions to match on at
least one-for-one basis funds made available by the Forest
Service: Provided further, That the Foundation may trans-
fer Federal funds to a non-Federal recipient for a project
at the same rate that the recipient has obtained the non-
Federal matching funds: Provided further, That authorized
wvestments of Federal funds held by the Foundation may
be made only in interest-bearing obligations of the United
States or in obligations guaranteed as to both principal and
interest by the Unated States.

Pursuant to section 2(b)(2) of Public Law 98-244,
$2,650,000 of the funds available to the Forest Service shall
be avanlable for matching funds to the National Fish and

Funds appropriated to the Forest Service shall be
avarlable for interactions with and providing technical as-
sistance to rural communities for sustainable rural develop-
ment purposes.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 80 per-
cent of the funds appropriated to the Forest Service in the
“National Forest System”™ and “Capital Improvement and
Maintenance” accounts and planned to be allocated to ac-
tivities under the “Jobs in the Woods™ program for projects
on National Forest land in the State of Washington may
be granted directly to the Washington State Department of
Fish and Wildlife for accomplishment of planned projects.
Twenty percent of said funds shall be retained by the Forest
Service for planning and administering projects. Project se-
lection and prioritization shall be accomplished by the For-
est Service with such consultation with the State of Wash-
ington as the Forest Service deems appropriate.

Funds appropriated to the Forest Service shall be

avarlable for payments to counties within the Columbia
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River Gorge National Scenic Area, pursuant to sections
14(c)(1) and (2), and section 16(a)(2) of Public Law 99—
005.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, any ap-
propriations or funds available to the Forest Service not
to exceed $500,000 may be used to reimburse the Office of
the General Counsel (OGC), Department of Agriculture, for
travel and related expenses incurred as a result of OGC as-
sistance or participation requested by the Forest Service at
meetings, traiming sessions, management reviews, land pur-
chase negotiations and similar non-litigation related mat-
ters. Future budget justifications for both the Forest Service
and the Department of Agriculture should clearly display

the sums previously transferred and the requested funding

transfers.
Any appropriations or funds available to the Forest

wn such subsection.

The Secretary of Agriculture may authorize the sale
of excess buildings, facilities, and other properties owned
by the Forest Service and located on the Green Mountain
National Forest, the revenues of which shall be retained by

the Forest Service and available to the Secretary without

Jurther appropriation and until expended for maintenance

and rehabilitation activities on the Green Mountain Na-
tional Forest.

The Secretary of Agriculture may transfer or reim-
burse funds available to the Forest Service, not to exceed
$15,000,000, to the Secretary of the Interior or the Sec-
retary of Commerce to expedite conferencing and consulta-
tions as required under section 7 of the Endangered Species
Act, 16 U.S.C. 1536.

to cost-sharing entities as provided in appropriate cost-
sharing contracts or agreements: Provided further, That the

remainder of revenues after the making of such payments

tion: Provided further, That the Federal Government shall

not be liable for any property damages or other construction
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claims that may arise from YKHC undertaking this project:
Provided further, That the land shall be owned or leased
by the YKHC' and title to quarters shall remain vested with
the YKHC: Provided further, That not to exceed $500,000
shall be used by the Indian Health Service to purchase
TRANSAM equipment from the Department of Defense for
distribution to the Indian Health Service and tribal facili-
ties: Provided further, That none of the funds appropriated
to the Indian Health Service may be used for sanitation
Jacilities construction for new homes funded with grants by
the housing programs of the United States Department of
Housing and Urban Development: Provided further, That
not to exceed $1,000,000 from this account and the “Indian
Health Services” account shall be used by the Indian Health
Service to obtain ambulances for the Indian Health Service
and trbal facilities i conjunction with an existing inter-
agency agreement between the Indian Health Service and
the General Services Administration: Provided further,
That not to exceed $500,000 shall be placed in a Demolition
Fund and remain available until expended, to be used by
the Indian Health Service for demolition of Federal build-
mgs.
ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS, INDIAN HEALTH SERVICE
Appropriations in this Act to the Indian Health Serv-

ree shall be available for services as authorized by 5 U.S.C.
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3109 but at rates not to exceed the per diem rate equivalent
to the maximum rate payable for senior-level positions
under 5 U.S.C. 5376; hire of passenger motor vehicles and
avreraft; purchase of medical equipment; purchase of re-
prints; purchase, renovation and erection of modular build-
mgs and renovation of existing facilities; payments for tele-
phone service in private residences wn the field, when au-
thorized under regulations approved by the Secretary; and
Jor uniforms or allowances therefor as authorized by 5
U.S.C. 5901-5902; and for expenses of attendance at meet-
mgs which are concerned with the functions or activities
Jor which the appropriation is made or which will con-
tribute to improved conduct, supervision, or management
of those functions or activities.

In accordance with the provisions of the Indian Health
Care Improvement Act, non-Indian patients may be ex-
tended health care at all tribally administered or Indian
Health Service facilities, subject to charges, and the pro-
ceeds along with funds recovered under the Federal Medical
Care Recovery Act (42 U.S.C. 2651-2653) shall be credited
to the account of the facility providing the service and shall
be available without fiscal year limitation. Notwith-
standing any other law or regulation, funds transferred
from the Department of Housing and Urban Development

to the Indian Health Service shall be administered under
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Public Law 86-121 (the Indian Sanitation Facilities Act)

and Public Law 93-638, as amended.

Funds appropriated to the Indian Health Service in
this Act, except those used for administrative and program
direction purposes, shall not be subject to limitations di-
rected at curtailing Federal travel and transportation.

None of the funds made available to the Indian Health
Service in this Act shall be used for any Department of
Health and Human Services-wide consolidation, restruc-
turing, or realignment of functions or for any assessments
or charges associated with any such consolidation, restruc-
turing or realignment, except for purposes for which funds
are specifically provided in this Act.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, funds
previously or herein made available to a tribe or tribal or-
ganization through a contract, grant, or agreement author-
wzed by title I or title 111 of the Indian Self-Determination
and Education Assistance Act of 1975 (25 U.S.C. 450), may
be deobligated and reobligated to a self-determination con-
tract under title I, or a self-governance agreement under
title 111 of such Act and thereafter shall remain available
to the tribe or tribal organization without fiscal year lima-
tation.

None of the funds made available to the Indian Health

Service in this Act shall be used to implement the final rule
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published in the Federal Register on September 16, 1987,
by the Department of Health and Human Services, relating
to the eligibility for the health care services of the Indian
Health Service until the Indian Health Service has sub-
mitted a budget request reflecting the increased costs associ-
ated with the proposed final rule, and such request has been
mcluded in an appropriations Act and enacted into law.

With respect to functions transferred by the Indian
Health Service to tribes or tribal organizations, the Indian
Health Service is authorized to provide goods and services
to those entities, on a revmbursable basis, including pay-
ment i advance with subsequent adjustment. The reim-

bursements recevved therefrom, along with the funds received

from those entities pursuant to the Indian Self-Determina-

tion Act, may be credited to the same or subsequent appro-
priation account which provided the funding. Such
amounts shall remain available until expended.

Reimbursements for training, technical assistance, or
services provided by the Indian Health Service will contain
total costs, including direct, administrative, and overhead
associated with the provision of goods, services, or technical
assistance.

The appropriation structure for the Indian Health
Service may not be altered without the advance approval

of the House and Senate Committees on Appropriations.

SEC. 303. No part of any appropriation contained in
this Act shall remain available for obligation beyond the
current fiscal year unless expressly so provided herein.

SEC. 304. None of the funds provided in this Act to
any department or agency shall be obligated or expended
to provide a personal cook, chauffeur, or other personal serv-
ants to any officer or employee of such department or agen-
cy except as otherwise provided by law.

SEC. 305. No assessments may be levied against any
program, budget activity, subactivity, or project funded by

this Act unless notice of such assessments and the basis
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therefor are presented to the Commattees on Appropriations
and are approved by such committees.

SEC. 306. None of the funds in this Act may be used
to plan, prepare, or offer for sale timber from trees classified
as grant sequoia (Sequoradendron giganteum) which are lo-
cated on National Forest System or Bureaw of Land Man-
agement lands in a manner different than such sales were
conducted i fiscal year 20053.

SEc. 307. (a) LIMITATION OF FUNDS.—None of the
Junds appropriated or otherwise made available pursuant
to this Act shall be obligated or expended to accept or proc-
ess applications for a patent for any mining or mill site
clavm located under the general mining laws.

(b) EXCEPTIONS.—The provisions of subsection (a)
shall not apply if the Secretary of the Interior determines
that, for the claim concerned: (1) a patent application was
filed with the Secretary on or before September 30, 1994;

tions taken by the Department under the plan submaitted

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this subsection shall prohibit payments made in ex-

(3) No grant shall be used for seasonal support
to a group, unless the application s specific to the
contents of the season, including identified programs
and/or projects.

SEc. 310. The National Endowment for the Arts and
the National Endowment for the Humanities are authorized
to solicit, accept, receive, and invest in the name of the
Unated States, gifts, bequests, or devises of money and other
property or services and to use such in furtherance of the
SJunctions of the National Endowment for the Arts and the
National Endowment for the Humanities. Any proceeds
Jfrom such gifts, bequests, or devises, after acceptance by the
Natronal Endowment for the Arts or the National Endow-
ment for the Humanaities, shall be paid by the donor or the
representative of the donor to the Chavrman. The Chairman
shall enter the proceeds in a special interest-bearing account
to the credit of the appropriate endowment for the purposes
specified i each case.

SEC. 311. (a) In providing services or awarding finan-

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services or awarding financial assistance for projects, pro-
ductions, workshops, or programs that serve underserved
populations.

(b) In this section:

(1) The term “underserved population™ means a
population of indwiduals, including urban minori-
ties, who have historically been outside the purview of
arts and humanities programs due to factors such as
a hagh incidence of income below the poverty line or
to geographic isolation.

(2) The term “poverty line” means the poverty
line (as defined by the Office of Management and
Budget, and revised annually in accordance with sec-
tion 673(2) of the Community Services Block Grant
Act (42 U.S.C. 9902(2)) (applicable to a family of the
size mvolved.

(¢) In providing services and awarding financial as-
sistance under the National Foundation on the Arts and
Humanities Act of 1965 with funds appropriated by this
Act, the Chairperson of the National Endowment for the
Avrts shall ensure that priority is given to providing services
or awarding financial assistance for projects, productions,
workshops, or programs that will encourage public knowl-
edge, education, understanding, and appreciation of the

arts.
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(d) With funds appropriated by this Act to carry out
section 5 of the National Foundation on the Arts and Hu-
manaities Act of 1965—

(1) the Chavrperson shall establish a grant cat-
eqgory for projects, productions, workshops, or pro-
grams that are of national vmpact or availability or
are able to tour several States;

(2) the Chairperson shall not make grants ex-
ceeding 15 percent, in the aggregate, of such funds to
any single State, excluding grants made under the
authority of paragraph (1);

(3) the Chairperson shall report to the Congress
annually and by State, on grants awarded by the
Chairperson in each grant category under section 5 of

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Sfunding 1s approved by the House and Senate Committees
on Appropriations.

SEC. 314. Notwithstanding any other provision of law,
none of the funds in this Act may be used for GSA Tele-
communication Centers.

SEC. 315. Notwithstanding any other provision of law,
for fiscal year 2004 the Secretaries of Agriculture and the
Interior are authorized to limit competition for watershed
restoration project contracts as part of the “Jobs in the
Woods™ Program established in Region 10 of the Forest
Service to individuals and entities in historically timber-
dependent areas wn the States of Washington, Oregon, north-
ern California, Idaho, Montana, and Alaska that have been
affected by reduced timber harvesting on Federal lands. The
Secretaries shall consider the benefits to the local economy
m evaluating bids and designing procurements which create
economic opportunities for local contractors.

SEC. 316. Amounts deposited during fiscal year 2003
wm the roads and trails fund provided for in the 14th para-
graph under the heading “FOREST SERVICE” of the Act
of March 4, 1913 (37 Stat. 843; 16 U.S.C. 501), shall be
used by the Secretary of Agriculture, without regard to the
State wn which the amounts were derived, to repair or re-
construct roads, bridges, and trails on National Forest Sys-

tem lands or to carry out and administer projects to im-
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prove forest health conditions, which may include the repair
or reconstruction of roads, bridges, and trails on National
Forest System lands in the wildland-community interface
where there is an abnormally high risk of fire. The projects
shall emphasize reducing risks to human safety and public
health and property and enhancing ecological functions,
long-term forest productivity, and biological integrity. The
projects may be completed in a subsequent fiscal year.
Funds shall not be expended under this section to replace
Junds which would otherwise appropriately be expended
Jfrom the timber salvage sale fund. Nothing in this section
shall be construed to exempt any project from any environ-
mental law.

SEc. 317. Other than in emergency situations, none
of the funds in this Act may be used to operate telephone
answering machines during core business hours unless such
answering machines include an option that enables callers
to reach promptly an individual on-duty with the agency
being contacted.

SEC. 318. No timber sale in Region 10 shall be adver-
tised of the indicated rate 1s deficit when appraised using
a residual value approach that assigns domestic Alaska val-
ues for western redcedar. Program accomplishments shall
be based on volume sold. Should Region 10 sell, in fiscal

year 2003, the annual average portion of the decadal allow-
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able sale quantity called for in the current Tongass Land
Management Plan in sales which are not deficit when ap-
praised using a residual value approach that assigns do-
mestic Alaska values for western redcedar, all of the western
redcedar tvmber from those sales which 1s surplus to the
needs of domestic processors in Alaska, shall be made avail-
able to domestic processors in the contiguous 48 Unitled
States at prevailing domestic prices. Should Region 10 sell,
m fiscal year 2003, less than the annual average portion
of the decadal allowable sale quantity called for in the
Tongass Land Management Plan in sales which are not def-
weit when appraised using a residual value approach that
assigns domestic Alaska values for western redcedar, the vol-
ume of western redcedar timber available to domestic proc-
essors at prevailing domestic prices in the contiguous 48
Unated States shall be that volume: (v) which is surplus to
the needs of domestic processors in Alaska, and (1) is that
percent of the surplus western redecedar volume determined
by calculating the ratio of the total timber volume which
has been sold on the Tongass to the annual average portion
of the decadal allowable sale quantity called for in the cur-
rent Tongass Land Management Plan. The percentage shall
be calculated by Region 10 on a rolling basis as each sale
1s sold (for purposes of this amendment, a “rolling basis”

shall mean that the determination of how much western
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redcedar 1s eligible for sale to various markets shall be made
at the time each sale s awarded). Western redcedar shall
be deemed “surplus to the needs of domestic processors in
Alaska” when the timber sale holder has presented to the
Forest Service documentation of the inability to sell western
redcedar logs from a given sale to domestic Alaska proc-
essors at a price equal to or greater than the log selling
value stated in the contract. All additional western redcedar
volume not sold to Alaska or contiguous 48 United States
domestic processors may be exported to foreign markets at
the election of the timber sale holder. All Alaska yellow
cedar may be sold at prevailing export prices at the election
of the timber sale holder.

SEC. 319. A project undertaken by the Forest Service
under the Recreation Fee Demonstration Program as au-
thorized by section 315 of the Department of the Interior
and Related Agencies Appropriations Act for Fiscal Year
1996, as amended, shall not result in—

(1) displacement of the holder of an authoriza-
tion to provide commercial recreation services on Fed-
eral lands. Prior to initiating any project, the Sec-
retary shall consult with potentially affected holders
to determine what 1mpacts the project may have on

the holders. Any modifications to the authorization
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shall be made within the terms and conditions of the
authorization and authorities of the vmpacted agency;
(2) the return of a commercial recreation service
to the Secretary for operation when such services have
been provided i the past by a prwate sector pro-
vider, except when—
(A) the private sector provider fails to bid
on such opportunities;
(B) the private sector provider terminates
its relationship with the agency; or
(C) the agency revokes the permit for non-
compliance with the terms and conditions of the
authorization.
In such cases, the agency may use the Recreation IF'ee Dem-
onstration Program to provide for operations until a subse-
quent operator can be found through the offering of a new
prospectus.

SEC. 320. Prior to October 1, 2004, the Secretary of
Agriculture shall not be considered to be in violation of sub-
paragraph 6(f)(5)(A) of the Forest and Rangeland Renew-
able  Resources Planning Act of 1974 (16 U.S.C.
1604(f)(5)(A)) solely because more than 15 years have
passed without revision of the plan for a unit of the Na-
tional Forest System. Nothing in this section exempts the

Secretary from any other requirement of the Forest and
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Rangeland Renewable Resources Planning Act (16 U.S.C.

1600 et seq.) or any other law: Provided, That if the Sec-
retary 1s not acting expeditiously and in good faith, within
the funding available, to revise a plan for a unit of the
National Forest System, this section shall be void with re-
spect to such plan and a court of proper jurisdiction may
order completion of the plan on an accelerated basis.

SEC. 321. No funds provided in this Act may be ex-
pended to conduct preleasing, leasing and related activities
under evther the Mineral Leasing Act (30 U.S.C. 181 et seq.)
or the Outer Continental Shelf Lands Act (43 U.S.C. 1331
et seq.) within the boundaries of a National Monument es-
tablished pursuant to the Act of June 8, 1906 (16 U.S.C.
431 et seq.) as such boundary existed on January 20, 2001,
except where such activities are allowed under the Presi-
dential proclamation establishing such monument.

SEcC. 322. Employees of the foundations established by
Acts of Congress to solicit private sector funds on behalf
of Federal land management agencies shall, in fiscal year
2005, qualify for General Service Admainistration contract
arrfares.

SEc. 323. In entering into agreements with foreign
countries pursuant to the Wildfire Suppression Assistance
Act (42 U.S8.C. 1856m) the Secretary of Agriculture and

the Secretary of the Interior are authorized to enter into
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reciprocal agreements in which the individuals furnished
under said agreements to provide wildfire services are con-
sidered, for purposes of tort liability, employees of the coun-
try receaving said services when the individuals are engaged
wm fire suppression: Provided, That the Secretary of Agri-
culture or the Secretary of the Interior shall not enter into
any agreement under this provision unless the foreign coun-
try (either directly or through its fire organization) agrees
to assume any and all lability for the acts or omissions
of American firefighters engaged in firefighting in a foreign
country: Provided further, That when an agreement 1s
reached for furnishing fire fighting services, the only rem-
edies for acts or omissions committed while fighting fires
shall be those provided under the laws of the host country,
and those remedies shall be the exclusive remedies for any
clavm arising out of fighting fires in a foreign country: Pro-
vided further, That neither the sending country nor any
legal organization associated with the firefighter shall be
subject to any legal action whatsoever pertaining to or aris-
g out of the firefighter’s role in fire suppression.

SEC. 324. A grazing permait or lease issued by the Sec-
retary of the Interior or a grazing permat issued by the Sec-
retary of Agriculture where National Forest System lands
are 1mvolved that expires, is transferred, or wawed during

fiscal years 2004—2008 shall be renewed under section 402
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of the Federal Land Policy and Management Act of 1976,

as amended (43 U.S.C. 1752), section 19 of the Granger-
Thye Act, as amended (16 U.S.C. 5801), title III of the
Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act (7 U.S.C. 1010 et seq.),
or, if applicable, section 510 of the California Desert Protec-
tion Act (16 U.S.C. 410aaa—50). The terms and conditions
contained wn the expired, transferred, or waived permit or
lease shall continue in effect under the renewed permit or
lease until such time as the Secretary of the Interior or Sec-
retary of Agriculture as appropriate completes processing
of such permait or lease in compliance with all applicable
laws and regulations, at which time such permait or lease
may be canceled, suspended or modified, in whole or in
part, to meet the requirements of such applicable laws and
regulations. Nothing in this section shall be deemed to alter
the statutory authority of the Secretary of the Interior or
the Secretary of Agriculture: Provided, That where National
Forest System lands are involved and the Secretary of Agri-
culture has renewed an expirved or wawed grazing permait
prior to or during fiscal year 2004, the terms and condi-
tions of the renewed grazing permit shall remain in effect
until such time as the Secretary of Agriculture completes
processing of the renewed permait in compliance with all ap-
plicable laws and requlations or until the expiration of the

renewed permat, whichever comes first. Upon completion of
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the processing, the permit may be canceled, suspended or
modified, in whole or in part, to meet the requirements of
applicable laws and regulations: Provided further, That be-
ginning i November 2004, and every year thereafter, the
Secretaries of the Interior and Agriculture shall report to
Congress the extent to which they are completing analysis
required under applicable laws prior to the expiration of
grazing permits, and beginning i May 2004, and two
years thereafter, the Secretaries shall provide Congress rec-
ommendations for legislative provisions necessary to ensure
all permat renewals are completed in a timely manner. The
legislative recommendations provided shall be consistent
with the funding levels requested tn the Secretaries’ budget
proposals: Provided further, That notwithstanding section
504 of the Rescissions Act (109 Stat. 212), the Secretaries

wm thewr sole discretion determine the priovity and timing

Jor completing required environmental analysis of grazing

allotments based on the environmental significance of the
allotments and funding available to the Secretaries for this
purpose.

SEC. 325. Notwithstanding any other provision of law
or requlation, to promote the more efficient use of the health
care funding allocation for fiscal year 2004, the Kagle Butte
Service Unit of the Indian Health Service, at the request

of the Cheyenne River Sioux Tribe, may pay base salary
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rates to health professionals up to the highest grade and

step avarlable to a physician, pharmacist, or other health
professional and may pay a recruitment or retention bonus
of up to 25 percent above the base pay rate.

SEC. 326. None of the funds made available in this
Act may be transferred to any department, agency, or in-
strumentality of the United States Government except pur-
suant to a transfer made by, or transfer authority provided
w, this Act or any other appropriations Act.

SEc. 327. None of the funds made available in this
Act may be used for the planning, design, or construction
of improvements to Pennsylvania Avenue in front of the
White House without the advance approval of the Commit-
tees on Appropriations.

SEcC. 328. In awarding a Federal Contract with funds
made available by this Act, the Secretary of Agriculture and
the Secretary of the Interior (the “Secretaries”) may, in
evaluating bids and proposals, give consideration to local
contractors who arve from, and who provide employment
and traiming for, dislocated and displaced workers in an
economically disadvantaged rural community, including

those historically timber-dependent areas that have been af-

fected by reduced timber harvesting on Federal lands and

other forest-dependent rural communities isolated from sig-

nificant alternative employment opportunities: Provided,
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That the Secretaries may award grants or cooperative
agreements to local non-profit entities, Youth Conservation
Corps or related partnerships with State, local or non-profit
youth groups, or small or disadvantaged business: Provided
Sfurther, That the contract, grant, or cooperative agreement
18 for forest hazardous fuels reduction, watershed or water
quality monitoring or restoration, wildlife or fish popu-
lation monitoring, or habitat restoration or management:
Provided further, That the terms “rural community” and
“economically disadvantaged” shall have the same mean-
mgs as i section 2374 of Public Law 101-624: Provided
SJurther, That the Secretaries shall develop guidance to 1m-
plement this section: Provided further, That nothing in this
section shall be construed as relieving the Secretaries of any
duty under applicable procurement laws, except as provided
wn thas section.

SEc. 329. LocAL EXEMPTIONS FroM FOREST SERV-
ICE DEMONSTRATION PROGRAM FEES. Section 6906 of Title

31, United States Code, s amended—

(1) by inserting “(a) IN GENERAL.—" before
“Necessary’; and
(2) by adding at the end the following:
“(b) LocAL EXEMPTIONS FROM DEMONSTRATION
PrROGRAM FEES.—
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“(1) IN GENERAL—FKach unit of general local
government that lies in whole or in part within the
White Mountain National Forest and persons residing
within the boundaries of that unit of general local
government shall be exempt during that fiscal year
Jrom any requirement to pay a Demonstration Pro-
gram Fee (parking permit or passport) imposed by
the Secretary of Agriculture for access to the Forest.

“(2) ADMINISTRATION.—The Secretary of Agri-
culture shall establish a method of identifying persons
who are exempt from paying user fees under para-
graph (1). This method may include valid form of
wdentification including a drivers license.”.

SEC. 330. IMPLEMENTATION OF GALLATIN LAND CON-
SOLIDATION ACT OF 1998. (a) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes
of this section:

(1) “Gallatin Land Consolidation Act of 1998
means Public Law 105-267 (112 Stat. 2371).

(2) “Option Agreement” has the same meaning
as defined in section 3(6) of the Gallatin Land Con-
solidation Act of 1998.

(3) “Secretary” means the Secretary of Agri-
culture.

(4) “Kaxcess receipts” means National Forest

Fund receipts from the National Forests in Montana,
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which are identified and adjusted by the Forest Serv-

1ce within the fiscal year, and which are i excess of
Junds retained for: the Salvage Sale Fund; the
Knutson-Vandenberg Fund; the Purchaser Road/Spec-
ified Road Credits; the Twenty-Five Percent Fund, as
amended; the Ten Percent Road and Trail Fund; the
Timber Sale Pipeline Restoration Fund; the Fifty
Percent Grazing Class A Receipts Fund; and the
Land and Water Conservation Fund Recreation User
Fees Receipts—Class A Fund.

(5) “Special Account™ means the special account
referenced in section 4(c)(2) of the Gallatin Land
Consolidation Act of 1998.

(6) “Eastside National Forests” has the same
meaning as i section 3(4) of the Gallatin Land Con-
solidation Act of 1998.

(b) SPECIAL ACCOUNT.—

(1) The Secretary is authorized and directed,
without further appropriation or reprogramming of
Sfunds, to transfer to the Special Account these enu-
merated funds and receipts in the following order:

(A) timber sale receipts from the Gallatin

National Forest and other FEastside National

Forests, as such receipts are referenced in section
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4(a)(2)(C) of the Gallatin Land Consolidation

Act of 1998;

(B) any available funds heretofore appro-
priated for the acquisition of lands for National
Forest purposes in the State of Montana through
fiscal year 2003;

(C) mnet receipts from the conveyance of
lands on the Gallatin National Forest as author-
1zed by subsection (c); and,

(D) excess receipts for fiscal years 2003
through 2008.

(2) All funds in the Special Account shall be

available to the Secretary until expended, without

Jurther appropriation, and wnll be expended prior to

the end of fiscal year 2008 for the following purposes:

(A) the completion of the land acquisitions
authorized by the Gallatin Land Consolidation
Act of 1998 and fulfillment of the Option Agree-
ment, as may be amended from time to tvme;
and,

(B) the acquisition of lands for which ac-
quisition funds were transferred to the Special
Account pursuant to subsection (b)(1)(B).

(3) The Special Account shall be closed at the

end of fiscal year 2008 and any monies remaining in
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the Special Account shall be transferred to the fund

established under Public Law 90-171 (commonly
known as the “Sisk Act”, 16 U.S.C. § 484a) to re-
main available, until expended, for the acquisition of
lands for National Forest purposes in the State of
Montana.

(4) Funds deposited in the Special Account or el-
1gible for deposit shall not be subject to transfer or re-
programming for wildland fire management or any
other emergency purposes.

(¢) LAND CONVEYANCES WITHIN THE GALLATIN NA-
TIONAL FPOREST.—

(1) CONVEYANCE AUTHORITY.—The Secretary is
authorized, under such terms and conditions as the
Secretary may prescribe and without requirements for
Jurther administrative or environmental analyses or
examination, to sell or exchange any or all rights,
title, and interests of the United States in the fol-
lowing lands within the Gallatin National Forest in
the State of Montana:

(A) SMC East Boulder Mine Portal Tract:

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(B) Forest Service West Yellowstone Admin-

wstrative Site: U.S. Forest Service Administra-

twve Site located within the NE'/: of Block 17 of

the Townsite of West Yellowstone which is situ-
ated in the N2 of Section 34, T.138., R.5E.,

Principal Meridian, Gallatin County, Montana,

contaiming 1.04 acres more or less.

NW i SW/s, containing 40 acres more or less.

(D) West Yellowstone Town Expansion

Tract #1: Principal Meridian, T.138., R.5E.,

Section 33, E'/:E7/-NEi, containing 40 acres

more or less.

(E) West Yellowstone Town Expansion

Tract #2: Principal Meridian, T.138., R.5E.,

Section 33, NEV:SEi, containing 40 acres

more or less.

(2) DESCRIPTIONS.—The Secretary may modify
the descriptions in subsection (c)(1) to correct errors
or to reconfigure the properties in order to facilitate
a conveyance.

(3) CONSIDERATION.—Consideration for a sale
or exchange of land under this subsection may include

cash, land, or a combination of both.
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(4) VALUATION.—Any appraisals of land deemed
necessary or desirable by the Secretary to carry out
the purposes of this section shall conform to the Unai-
Jorm Appraisal Standards for Federal Land Acquisi-
tions.

(5) CASH EQUALIZATION.—Notwithstanding any
other provision of law, the Secretary may accept a
cash equalization payment in excess of 25 percent of
the value of any land exchanged wunder this sub-
section.

(6) SOLICITATIONS OF OFFERS.—The Secretary
may:

(A) solicit offers for sale or exchange of land
under this subsection on such terms and condi-
tions as the Secretary may prescribe, or

(B) reject any offer made under this sub-
section if the Secretary determines that the offer
18 not adequate or not in the public interest.

(7) METHODS OF SALE.—The Secretary may sell
land at public or private sale, including competitive
sale by auction, bid, or otherwise, in accordance with
such terms, conditions, and procedures as the Sec-
retary determines will be in the best interests of the

Unated States.
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1 (8) BROKERS.—The Secretary may utilize bro-
2 kers or other third parties in the disposition of the
3 land authorized by this subsection and, from the pro-
4 ceeds of the sale, may pay reasonable commaissions or
5 fees on the sale or sales.
6 (9) RECEIPTS FROM SALE OR EXCHANGE.—The
7 Secretary shall deposit the net receipts of a sale or ex-
8 change under this subsection in the Special Account.
9 (d) MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS.—
10 (1) Receipts from any sale or exchange pursuant
11 to subsection (c) of this section:
12 (A) shall not be deemed excess receipls for
13 purposes of this section;

(3) Subject to valid existing rights, all lands de-
seribed in section (c)(1) are withdrawn from location,
entry, and patent under the maining laws of the
United States.

(4) The Agriculture Property Management Regu-
lations shall not apply to any action taken pursuant
to this section.

(¢) OPTION AGREEMENT AMENDMENT—The Amend-
ment No. 1 to the Option Agreement is hereby ratified as
a matter of Federal law and the parties to it are authorized
to effect the terms and conditions thereof.

SEC. 331. TRANSFER OF FOREST LEGACY PROGRAM

“(C) DISPOSITION OF FUNDS.—Amounts re-
cewed by the Secretary under subparagraph
(B)(ir) shall be credited to the Forest Legacy
Program account, to remain available until ex-
pended.”.

SEc. 332. Notwithstanding section 9(b) of Public Law
106=500, funds hereinafter appropriated under Public Law
106—506 shall require matching funds from non-Federal
sources on the basis of aggregate contribution to the Envi-
ronmental Improvement Program, as defined in Public
Law 106-5006, rather than on a project-by-project basis, ex-
cept for those activities provided under section 9(c) of that
Act, to which this amendment shall not apply.

SEC. 333. Any application for judicial review of a
Record of Decision for any timber sale in Region 10 of the
Forest Service that had a Notice of Intent prepared on or
before January 1, 2003 shall—

(1) be filed in the Alaska District of the Federal

District Court within 30 days after exhaustion of the

Forest Service administrative appeals process (36

C.EF.R. 215) or within 30 days of enactment of this
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Act if the administrative appeals process has been ex-
hausted prior to enactment of this Act, and the Forest
Service shall strictly comply with the schedule for
completion of administrative action;

(2) be completed and a decision rendered by the
court not later than 180 days from the date such re-
quest for review 1s filed; iof a decision 1s not rendered
by the cowrt within 180 days as required by this sub-
section, the Secretary of Agriculture shall petition the
court to proceed with the action.

SEc. 334. (a) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any
other provision of law, the Secretary of Agriculture may
cancel, with the consent of the timber purchaser, any con-
tract for the sale of timber in Alaska if—

(1) the Secretary determaines, in the Secretary’s
sole discretion, that the sale 1s uneconomical to per-

(¢) TIMBER AVAILABLE FOR RESALE.—Timber in-
cluded i a contract cancelled under this section shall be
available for resale by the Secretary of Agriculture.

SEC. 335. Funds appropriated for the Green Mountain
National Forest previously or in this Act may be used for
the acquisition of lands in the Blueberry Lake area.

SEC. 336, ELECTRIC THERMAL STORAGE TECH-
NOLOGY. Section 412(9) of the Energy Conservation in Ex-
wsting Buildings Act of 1976 (42 U.S.C. 6862(9)) is amend-
ed—

(1) in subparagraph (1), by striking “and” at
the end;

(2) by redesignating subparagraph (J) as sub-
paragraph (K); and

(3) by inserting after subparagraph (I) the fol-

lowing:

SEC. 337. ZORTMAN/LANDUSKY MINE RECLAMATION
TrUST FUND. () ESTABLISHMENT.—There is established

Provided further, That the entire amount shall be available
only to the extent that an official budget request for
$75,000,000, that includes designation of the entire amount
of $75,000,000 as an emergency requirement as defined in
House Concurrent Resolution 95, the concurrent resolution
on the budget for fiscal year 2004, is transmitted by the

President to the Congress.

TITLE V—THE FLATHEAD AND KOOTENAI

NATIONAL FOREST REHABILITATION ACT

Sec. 501. SHORT TrrLE. This title may be cited as
the “Flathead and Kootenai National Forest Rehabilitation
Aet of 2003”.
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1 SEC. 502. FINDINGS AND PURPOSE. (a) FINDINGS.—
2 Congress finds that—
3 (1) the Robert Fire and Wedge Fire of 2003
4 caused extensive resource damage in the Flathead Na-
5 tronal Forest;
6 (2) the fires of 2000 caused extensive resource
7 damage on the Kootenai National Forest and vmple-
8 mentation of rehabilitation and recovery projects de-
9 veloped by the agency for the Forest is critical;
10 (3) the environmental planning and analysis to
11 restore areas affected by the Robert Fire and Wedge
12 Fire wnill be completed through a collaborative com-
13 munity process;
14 (4) the rehabilitation of burned areas needs to be
15 completed in a timely manner in order to reduce the
16 long-term environmental 1mpacts; and
17 (5) wildlife and watershed resource values will be
18 mamntained in areas affected by the Robert Fire and
19 Wedge Fire while exempting the rehabilitation effort
20 Jrom certain applications of the National Environ-
21 mental Policy Act (NEPA) and the Clean Water Act
22 (CWA).
23 (b) The purpose of this title is to accomplish in a col-

24 laborative environment, the planning and rehabilitation of

25 the Robert Fire and Wedge Fire and to ensure timely imple-
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mentation of recovery and rehabilitation projects on the
Kootenai National Forest.

SEC. 503. REHABILITATION PROJECTS. (a) IN GEN-
ERAL.—The Secretary of Agriculture (in this title referred
to as the “Secretary”) may conduct projects that the Sec-
retary determines are necessary to rehabilitate and restore,
and may conduct salvage harvests on, National Forest Sys-
tem lands in the Novth Fork drainage on the Flathead Na-
tional Forest, as generally depicted on a map entitled

“North Fork Drainage” which shall be on file and available

Sfor public inspection in the Office of Chief, Forest Service,

Washington, D.C.
(b) PROCEDURE.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as otherwise provided
by this title, the Secretary shall conduct projects
under this title in accordance with—

(A) the National Environmental Policy Act

(42 U.S.C. 4321 et seq.); and

(B) other applicable laws.

(2) ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT OR IMPACT
STATEMENT.—If an environmental assessment or an
environmental impact statement (pursuant to section
102(2) of the National Environmental Policy Act (42
US.C. 4332(2)) 1s required for a project under this

title, the Secretary shall not be required to study, de-
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velop, or describe any alternative to the proposed
agency action wn the environmental assessment or the
environmental 1mpact statement.

(3) PUBLIC COLLABORATION.—To encourage
meaningful participation during preparation of a
project under this title, the Secretary shall facilitate
collaboration among the State of Montana, local gov-
ernments, and Indian trbes, and participation of in-
terested persons, during the preparation of each
project in a manner consistent with the Implementa-
tion Plan for the 10-year Comprehensive Strategy of
a Collaborative Approach for Reducing Wildland Fire
Risks to Communities and the Environment, dated
May 2002, which was developed pursuant to the con-
ference report for the Department of the Interior and
Related Agencies Appropriations Act, 2001 (House
Report 106—-646).

(4) COMPLIANCE WITH CLEAN WATER ACT.—
Consistent with the Clean Water Act (33 U.S.C. 1251
et seq.) and Montana Code 75—5-703(10)(b), the Sec-
retary 1s not prohibited from implementing projects
under this title due to the lack of a Total Maximum
Daily Load as provided for under section 303(d) of
the Clean Water Act (33 U.S.C. 1313(d)), except that
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the Secretary shall comply with any best management
practices required by the State of Montana.

(5) ENDANGERED SPECIES ACT CONSULTA-
TION.—If a consultation is required under section 7
of the Endangered Species Act (16 U.S.C. 1536) for
a project under this title, the Secretary of the Interior
shall expedite and give precedence to such consulta-
tion over any similar requests for consultation by the
Secretary.

(6) ADMINISTRATIVE APPEALS.—Section 322 of
the Department of the Interior and Related Agencies
Appropriations Act, 1993 (Public Law 102-381; 16
U.S.C. 1612 note) and section 215 of title 36, Code
of Federal Regulations shall apply to projects under
this title, except that—

(A) to be eligible to file an appeal, an indi-
vidual or organization shall submait specific and
substantive written comments during the com-
ment period; and

(B) a determination that an emergency sit-
uation exists pursuant to section 215.10 of title
36, Code of Federal Regulations, shall be made
where 1t 1s determined that implementation of
all or part of a decision for a project under this

title 1s mecessary for relief from—
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(1) adverse affects on soil stability and
water quality resulting from vegetation loss;
or
(11) loss of fish and wildlife habitat.

SEC. 504. CONTRACTING AND COOPERATIVE AGREE-
MENTS. (a) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding chapter 63 of
title 31, United States Code, the Secretary may enter into
contract or cooperative agreements to carry out a project
under this title.

(b) ExemprioN.—Notwithstanding any other provi-
sions of law, the Secretary may limit competition for a con-
tract or a cooperative agreement under subsection (a).

SEC. 505. MONITORING REQUIREMENTS. (a) IN GEN-
ERAL—The Secretary shall establish a multiparty moni-
toring group consisting of a representative number of inter-
ested parties, as determined by the Secretary, to monitor
the performance and effectiveness of projects conducted
under this title.

(b) REPORTING REQUIREMENTS.—The wmultiparty
monitoring group shall prepare annually a report to the
Secretary on the progress of the projects conducted under
this title in rehabilitating and restoring the North Fork
drainage. The Secretary shall submit the report to the Sen-
ate Subcommittee on Interior Appropriations of the Senate

Commattee on Appropriations.
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SEC. 506. SUNSET. The authority for the Secretary to
wssue a decision to carry out a project under this title shall
expire 5 years from the date of enactment.

SEC. 507. IMPLEMENTATION OF RECORDS OF DECI-
SION. The Secretary of Agriculture shall publish new infor-
mation regarding forest wide estimates of old growth from
volume 103 of the administrative record i the case cap-
tioned Ecology Center v. Castaneda, CV-02-200—-M-DWM
(D. Mont.) for public comment for a 30-day period. The
Secretary shall review any comments received during the
comment period and decide whether to modify the Records
of Decision (hereinafter referred to as the “ROD’s”) for the
Pinkham, White Pine, Kelsey-Beaver, Gold/Boulder/Sul-
livan, and Pink Stone projects on the Kootenar National
Forest. The ROD’s, whether modified or not, shall not be
deemed arbitrary and capricious under the NFMA, NEPA
or other applicable law as long as each project area retains
10 percent designated old growth in the project area.

This Act may be cited as the “Department of the Inte-
rior and Related Agencies Appropriations Act, 2004
